It was Duplyed for the Earl, At the Anſwers tands good, netwirhſtanding 
of rhe Reply made thereto ; In ſo far as Mr. Chifbalm his Certification, obtained 
againſt the-lare Earl of Rexburgh, whereby he poſſeſt _ the haill Teinds of rhe 
Pariſh for ſome few years was reduced ; And he was oblidged ro accept of the 
old: modified Stipend, ſo that neither he nor the preſent Incumbent gorany more: 
And it-is moſt ridiculous for Mr. Couper to pretend to have the EleCtion of ſuch 
Heritors as he pleaſes to pay him the ſaid Stipend. Becauſe tmo. Albeit he were 
purſuing before the Commiſſion . of the - Kirk , for ſettling a Modified Sti- 
pend; The Ear] qua Patron might allocat the Stipend to be payed out of ſuch 
of the Heritors Teinds as he thought moſt convenient.” And therefore, Mr, 
Couper can never have his Eletion. 240. By two ſeveral Decreets of Suſpention 
in foro produced in procels, obtained againſt the Heritors and Mr. Chiſbolm, the 
Earl is,preferred ro the ſaid Mr. Chiſbo/m, who was then Miniſter,” and. the He- 
ritors aredecerned to make payment of their Teinds to the Earl; So thar until 
theſe Decreets be reduced Mr. Couper can pretend no Right of preference , not 
havethe choice of his Paymaſters, but ought to take payment of the old modi- 
fied Stipend, as the Earls Curators ſhall draw precepts upon the Heritors for thar 

eſſe, and which they are inſtantly conrent to grant.. - 

Ir was triplyed for Mr. Couper, that it was oftered to be proven , that the for- 
mer Miniſter got 1200 Merks yearly beforc- the certification was obtained,or at- 
ter the-ſame was reduced, and thatthe Earls Chamberlain had payed 600 Merks 
ro the preſent Incumbent as half an years Stipend. : ns 
- It was Quadruplyed for the Earl, That albeit Mr. Coupers name was. made 
uſe of in this proceſs; Yet it was offered to be proven by Sir Joh» Riddels Oath, 

that he has, Right by Aſſignation fcom Mr. Couper thereto, and. that it conſiſted 
im his knowledge, that the half years ſtipend payable at the Term of Whitſunday 
1694, Was gifted for a moſt pious Uſe within the Pariſh; And ſeeing Mr. Couper 
deſerted the Pariſh before the Term of Whitſunday , he can lay no claim to that 
Terths Stipend, and the Earl Gritaine' ic iv l yan for Ar. Couper, Or Sir fohn Rid- 
dal his Aſſigney, to prove thatthe former Miniſter, or the preſent Incumbent gor 
x200: Merks yearly, before the foreſaid Certification. was obtained, or after it 
was reduced to make the Heritors lyable for the {aid Stipend, for the. years 1692, 
and 1693; But Mr. Couper nor hiss Afſigney can never pretend to make their 
chaiſe of ſuch Heritors as they pleaſe: - Becauſe xm. The Earl has the power: 
of Allocation as ſaid 'is. ' 240, The.Earl was preferred to the former Miniſter 
by two ſeveral Decreets in foro. 3tio. The A produced fort Mr. Couper for 
payment of the too Merks, ' condeſcends upon no perſons name, and ſccing: 
there are no particular perſons named, the Earl ought to have the Liberty ro no»! 
minat the Heritors who are to pay Mr. Couper ; And the Earles Curators arc. 
willing preſently to give precepts upon the tHeritors for the old modified. Sti- 
pend ; -And the Earls Chamberlains would long before this time obtained pay-: 
menr of much more than would haye payed Mr.. Cowper , if the ſame had: .nor 
been Retarded and Stope by the Heritors, -their giving. in Bills of. Suſpeofion, 
founded upon colſuſive Arreiſtments, procured by themſelves, and foundedupon: 
the Act appointing-the Aliment for Mr. Couper, wherehy Mr. Couper is fru-: 
ſtrate of his payment of the xo00 Merks yearly for two-years;. And likewayes 
rhe Earl is diſappointed of payment of the Superplus of the {aids Teinds. 


In Reſpe# whereof, Mr. Couper ought only to-have payment of two 
— years Stipend, as x hots ſatisfied * (pos to the. 
former Incumbents ; . And the Earl ought to have the Eleti-' 

on of ſuch Heritors as he thinks fit , for payment of the ſaid 
Stipend, Error.
